(AP) — The Viet Cong surged 
from jungle hideouts today for 
another human-wave attack on 
U £. infantrymen in Tay Ninh 
Province, only to be beaten 
back in a four-hour fight that 
American officers said cost the 
enemy 302 dead. 
The toll of enemy troops con­ 
firmed killed in UJS. Operation 
Attleboro 2 in the last eight 
days soared to 7 58, a spokesman 
said. 
B52 jets from Guam followed 
up 
with 
another 
saturation 
bombing of Communist holdings 
In that province on the Cam­ 
bodian frontier northwest of Sai­ 
gon. 
The significant field victory 
the Communists have long been 
seeking — obviously in hopes of 
influencing voting in the elec­ 
tions today in the United States 
as well as bolstering their own 
morale—again eluded them. 
Troops of the 1st Battalion, 
28th Infantry, 1st Division, saw 
to that in turning back, with air 
and artillery help, the onslaught 
of an enemy force they esti­ 
mated at 1,000 men, including a 
sprinkling of North Vietnamese. 
Tripping of an American flare 
30 feet in front of the foxhole 
of Pvt. Ernest J. Tillman of Ja­ 
maica, N.Y., set off the battle 
at dawn. 
American losses were official­ 
ly described as light, but Asso­ 
ciated Press 
correspondent 
John Lengel reported from the 
battlefield the men of three 
out of four squads in one pla­ 
toon were killed or wounded. 
He said a company commander 


was 
killed 
and 
another 
wounded. 
Lengel reported some Ameri­ 
can officers estimated 500 of 
the enemy were killed in the 
fight. 
In other scattered actions: 
An American spokesman said 
a 
Viet Cong force of unknown 
size 
moved into a village at 
2:30 a.m. Monday and kidnaped 
the entire 
population of 90 
to 110 
persons. There was no 
immediate explanation for the 
raid. 
Units of the U £. 101st Air­ 
borne and 4th Infantry divisions 
moved in on a major Commu­ 
nist 
stronghold in Phu Yen 
Province, about 
230 miles 
northeast of Saigon. The Amer­ 
ican 
troops reported uncov­ 
ering three enemy base camps, 
some of them equipped with 
fortified bunkers, and a first 
aid station with facilities for 
about 100 men. The Viet Cong 
had fled. 
Troops of the UJS. 1st Caval­ 
ry, Airmobile, Division fought a 
five-hour battle with a force of 
North 
Vietnamese and 
Viet 
Cong 300 miles northeast of Sai­ 
gon Monday and reported 46 of 
the enemy killed. This pushed 
the enemy toll in Operation 
Thayer to 236 killed since Oct. 
25, a spokesman said. 
UJ5. pilots flew 140 missions 
over North Viet Nam Monday. 
The fliers said they destroyed 
45 
cargo barges, three anti­ 
aircraft 
sites, 
48 buildings, 
trucks and rail lines. Theyalso 
reported damaging a radar sta­ 
tion and said other strikes set 
off 13 
secondary explosions 
and 16 fires.

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Showers 
dampened voters in St. Louis 
and east central Missouri today 
increasing chances for a pre­ 
dicted light general election 
turnout. 
There was little shower activ­ 
ity in central and western Mis­ 
souri and the weatherman said 
temperatures during the day 
would range from the 40s in the 
north to the 70s in southern 
areas. 
Also before the voters was a 
constitutional 
amendment to 
broaden the home rule power of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County 
voters in an attempt to give 
them a chance to solve their 
growing governmental jumble 
by any feasible method. 
Three state Supreme Court 
judges were the same as elect­ 
ed under the nonpartisan court 
plan, running without opposi­ 
tion. 
They are Judges 
James A. 
Finch of Cape Girardeau, Fred 
L. Henley of Caruthersvilleand 
Robert T. Donnelly of Lebanon. 
Three state senators, all Dem­ 
ocrats, also won automatic elec­ 
tion without opposition. They 
were Sens. Earl R. Blackwell of 
Hillsboro, John E. Downs of St. 
Joseph and a newcomer, Law­ 
rence J. Lee of St. Louis. 
Lee, St. Louis prosecuting at­ 
torney, was nominated to fill 
out the unexpired term of Sen. 
Paul M. Berra in the heavily 
Democratic 3rd District. Berra 
resigned to become city treas­ 
urer. 
Republicans 
concentrated 
their campaign to gain congres­ 
sional seats in the 4th, 8th and 


9th districts. 
Secy, of State James C. Kirk­ 
patrick expects the lightest 
statewide vote In an off-year 
election since 1942, a turnout of 
not more than one million. 
Only one statewide race will 
be decided, that for state audi­ 
tor, and in most areas, there 
have been few issues to excite 
the voters. 
All 10 congressional seats are 
on the line, and all 163 seats in 
the state House of representa­ 
tives are at stake. Voters will 
also decide 18 state Senate 
seats, pick three Supreme Court 
judges and cast ballots for a 
constitutional amendment. 
Despite statewide apathy in 
the election, large turnouts are 
expected in Kansas City and 
St. Louis City and County where 
big bond issues and several lo­ 
cal issues spice the ballots. 
Democratic incumbent Has­ 
kell Holman is expected to win 
handily over Republican chal­ 
lenger Rep. William 
T. Zim­ 
merman of Warrenton 
in the 
race for state auditor. 
In the congressional races, all 
the incumbents are favored. 
Reapportionment has scram­ 
bled the state House of Repre­ 
sentatives picture, with the only 
certainty being that urban areas 
will dominate the Jefferson City 
scene in the next Legislature. 
One big race is in St. Louis 
County where Lawrence 
K. 
Roos is given an edge over his 
Democratic 
opponent, Mayor 
Nathan B. Kaufman of Univer­ 
sity City. A big Roos win could 
put him in a commanding posi­ 
tion to enter the 1968 governor­ 
ship race against Democratic 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes.

trained reservists and the fell- 
ure to reach full combat readi­ 
ness among 
U.S.-based divi­ 
sions. 
Pentagon sources said Monday 
the Army should be able 
to 
slash 
the reservist backlog- 
133,100 as of last June 30 - to 
60.000 by 
next summer. The 
Army training bases, officials 
said, 
should be training 
as 
many as 20,000 reservists 
a 
month by early next year. Right 
now the Army is scheduled to 
train 
only 
7,000 reservists 
monthly. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara announced 
the 
cutback at a news conference 
Saturday. He said draft calls - 
barring unforeseen contingen­ 
cies - should average less than 
25.000 through March, 
about 
half the current levels. 
In past months the Army has 
been training more than 55,000 
recruits a month but has been 


unable to reduce substantially 
the number of untrained reserv­ 
ists and National Guardsmen. 
The large pools of untrained 
men have been a sharp target of 
congressional critics who con­ 
tend the 
reserve 
program 
amounts to a haven for those 
men who otherwise would 
be 
drafted to fight in Viet Nam. 
The eased draft calls, part of 
an over-all slowdown in the rate 
of troop deployment to South 
Viet Nam announced by Mc­ 
Namara Saturday, also 
could 
lead to the end of training duties 
for the 1st and 2nd 
Armored 
Divisions in Texas. 
Despite Pentagon announce­ 
ments earlier this year that all 
in-diviston training would 
be 
completed by October, officials 
said the two armored divisions 
are not expected to complete 
training until early spring. 
Pentagon 
sources 
said the 
divisions - normally considered 
part of the U.S. Strategic Re­ 
serve for emergency duty round 
the world - were forced to con­ 
tinue training because of 
the 
lack of training facilities as the 
Army strained to meet 
Its 
heavy Viet Nam commitments.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Ballot- 
ing was reported heavy In a 
number of crucial areas around 
the nation today as the sover­ 
eign American voter turned out 
to elect 435 House members, 35 
senators and 35 governors. 
The trend of the early-bird 
balloting indicated the total vote 
might be around 59 million, a 
record for a nonpresidentlal 
year. 
Mistaking the poll opening 
time, President Johnson turned 
up 39 minutes too soon to regis­ 
ter his choices in the kitchen of 
the Pedernales Electric 
Co­ 
operative at Johnson 
City, 
Tex. Considering his position, 
poll officials let him and the 
First Lady vote right away, 
even though there had been 
brave talk about treating the 
chief executive as “ just one 
of the boys." 
To the surprise of no one, 
Johnson announced: 
“I voted the Democratic tick­ 
et." 
In New 
York, where the 
weather was mild, a tight gu­ 
bernatorial struggle 
between 
Republican NelsonA.Rockefell­ 
er and Democrat Frank D. 
O'Connor drew a heavy vote, at 
least in some places. 
The early • morning turnout 
was massive in New York City, 
where an issue with racial over­ 
tones was on the ballot. This is 
a referendum challenging a ci­ 
vilian-dominated police review 
board. On the other hand the 
voting was extremely light in 
Buffelo.

SCOTUS AND BOND 
The United States Supreme Court will soon— 
probably on Thursday, Nov. 10—hear the appeal 
of Julian Bond, elected but not seated Negro 
member of the House of Representatives of 
Georgia. 
Bond, barred from the state legis­ 
lature after his election last year and again 
this year, is seeking a Court ruling that he be 
admitted to the House. 
The Supreme Court 
reconvenes Nov. 7 for two weeks of hearings 
and, possibly, decisions. 
The argument in the case of Bond v. Floyd 
is set for two hours, twice the usual, indi­ 
cating that the Court sees it as a major case. 
Bond originally was refused his seat after he 
declined to withdraw support of a statement 
criticizing American action in Viet Nam. The 
statement, put out by tue Student Nonviolent Co­ 
ordinating Committet ^Snick), a highly activist 
civil rights outfit, char, xi the United States 
with murderous aggression. It also expressed 
sympathy for “ those unwilling to respond to a 
m ilitary call.” 
Bond has since said that he adm ires young 
people who burn draft cards, but he would not 
do so himself. 
He also has said he is applying 
for status as a conscientious objector under the 
Selective Service law. 
Some overtones of racial discrimination have 
entered the Bond case, but they are not part of 
the major factor. 
Negroes are seated in the 
Georgia legislature, and two abstained on the 
vote to seat Bond. 
Basically, the issue seem s 
to be the old one of pacifism and civil rights.

CLEAR WINDOWS INSURE SAFETY IN WINTER 
DRIVING SITUATIONS. 
If you can see what lies ahead this winter, don’t 
bother to read this article. However, it is down­ 
right unsafe to your fellow American motorists 
for you to drive a car this winter with your 
vision limited because of an icy windshield. 
Don’t let your vision be snowed this winter. 
Safe winter driving begins with good windshield 
wipers, washers and defrosters, and you should 
always take five minutes extra on a frosty winter 
morning to scrape the ice off all your car win­ 
dows. 
A scraper is the only thing that will take ice 
off a windshield completely. We urge all area 
m otorists to get a device with a scraper on one 
end and a good snow brush on the other. When 
scraping off snow and ice, m otorists should 
rem em ber to include all car lights, the windows 
all the way around, and the hood and roof, so 
that snow will not blow back into the driver’s 
line of vision. 
Liquid graphite and commercial spray de- 
icers are helpful in clearing off windshields 
and other car windows, but the job should be 
completed with a scraper, to make certain all 
areas of vision are cleared. 
A plastic cover 
over the windshield at night is also a great 
help in keeping vision clear. 
We urge area m otorists to keep a few rags 
handy in the car for use in wiping off head­ 
lights, taillights and windows. 
Before winter blows in with silent stealth, be 
certain you have live wiper blades and the arm 
tension needed to operate the blades properly. 
If necessary, replace worn wiper blades, for 
safety’s sake. 
D efrosters should also be checked to make 
certain they are in good working order. Wind­ 
shield washers should be filled with the proper 
solution to guard against having them ice up 
when you turn them on in traffic. For one part 
of anti-freeze, you will need seven parts of water 
if the coldest tem perature is expected to 
be 
20 degrees. 
If it gets down to 10 above, your 
mixture should be one to five, and if it is ex­ 
pected to go to zero, the ratio should be one to 
two-and-a-half. 
At ten below' zero the mixture 
should be one part anti-freeze to two parts of 
water, and if it should ever get down to 30 
below zero, the ratio would become one to one. 
We advise you to check the label on the brand 
you buy for possible variations. 
Clear vision will not guarantee that you will 
not have an accident this winter but it will 
be one step in a series of safety m easures every 
motorist should consider to “ Take the Bite Out 
of W inter.”

It is not only the duty of law abiding citizens 
to aid and support police but they have their 
own selfish interest of self preservation dic­ 
tating such a course. 
They deserve sympathy 
and 
consideration 
for 
performing tough, 
dangerous work and there is nothing associated 
with their plight that public support, adequate 
compensation and public insistence on 
their 
proper training won’t speedily cure. 
They deserve better treatm ent than wild and 
irresponsible charges of brutality by people 
who have themselves dealt with them brutally.

GROWTH 
A Federal program of rein­ 
surance of private pension plans 
would seriously hamper well- 
adm inistered 
funds 
and 
ul­ 
timately could reduce benefits 
available to beneficiaries of 
such plans, the National Asso­ 
ciation of M anufacturers said 
in urging the rejection of the 
bill S. 1575. 
The NAM statement filed with 
the Senate Committee on Fi­ 
nance said that insuring 
pri­ 


vate pension plans against the 
inability to pay prom ised bene­ 
fits amounts to insuring against 
business failure. This, it said, 
is an “ uninsurable risk ,” 
Since a premium rate would 
cover “ investment loss” risk, 
the statem ent continued, there 
would be no effective deterrent 
to excessive risk-taking, 
the 
burden of which would fall on 
the vast majority of soundly 
financed pension funds. 
NAM agreed with Secretary 
of Labor Willard Wirtz that a 
reinsurance program such as 
the one proposed would require 
minimum standards covering 
funding, investment, manage­ 
ment and other practices. Such 
Federal standards would seri­ 
ously 
inhibit 
the flexibility 
which 
has been the prim ary 
factor enabling the sytem to 
meet the needs of widely vary­ 
ing employee groups and their 
employers, NAM asserted. 
The 
statement 
concluded, 
“ NAM will continue to support 
the development and improve­ 
ment of private pension plans 
to provide adequate 
benefits 
for retired workers, as well 
as, to encourage the establish­ 
ment 
and 
expansion of 
new 
pension plans. 
S. 1575 would 
act as a deterrent to 
these 
objectives, and we urge its re­ 
jection.”

WASHINGTON - The 
man 
running 
for 
governor 
of 
Nevada today, in effect, 
is J. 
Edgar Hoover. He has becomej 
the No. 1 
issue 
in the race 
between 
Gov. Grant Sawyer, 
Democrat, who has criminally 
prosecuted the FBI for illegal, 
ly using electronic 
listening 
devices 
and 
Paul Laxalt, 
Republican, 
who 
is 
running 
against him. 
Laxalt defends 
Hoover 
as 
untouchable, contends that he 
can do no wrong, and has de. 
manded that Gov. Sawyer pub* 
licly apologize for his criticism 
of Hoover. 
Instead of apologizing, Gov. 
Sawyer has intensified 
his 
criticism and written 
Hoover 
a letter asking for detailed 
proof that the FBI chief had 
caught any members of the un- 
derworld 
“ skimming” 
- il­ 
legally pocketing part of the 
Las Vegas gambling take — for 
the purpose of financing under, 
world crim e. 
Sawyer’s criticism of Hoover 
puts him in a unique posi­ 
tion. So far, no other public 
official 
except Solicitor Gen­ 
eral Thurgood Marshall had had 
the guts to take on the 72-year- 
old FBI chief 
who keeps the 
secret files of all government 
officials 
and has the power 
to investigate them. 
The Solicitor General stood 
up in the supreme court 
on 
June 13 to report the fact that 
Hoover had been using listen­ 
ing 
devices indiscriminately 
and without authority from the 
Attorney General for an undis­ 
closed number of years. As a 
result scores of excellent gov­ 
ernment prosecutions will have 
to be dropped. 
Among these, the income tax 
conviction of Fred Black was 
reversed because the FBI had 
placed a bug in his Carlton 
Hotel suite in Washington; and 
the indictments of Bobby Baker 
are certain 
to be quashed be­ 
cause, 
Again, the FBI useu 
listening devices 
to collect 
evidence. 
SENATORS ARE SILENT 
None of the senators who had 
castigated Bobby Baker rose to 
criticize the police state snoop­ 
ing methods of J . Edgar Hoover 


which nullified the case against 
him. And 
Sen. Ed 
Long of 
M issouri, chairman of a senate 
committee 
on snooping, 
was 
strangely silent. 
Long had harassed and bullied 
Commissioner Sheldon Cohen 
when some of his 
Internal 
Revenue 
agents were found to 
be indulging in a much 
more 
modified type of eavesdropping. 
But when it came to criticizing 
J . Edgar Hoover, 
the senator 
from Missouri put his tail be­ 
tween 
his legs and shut up. 
Only the governor of Nevada 
had the courage to cite Hoover 
personally for his police state 
methods. 
In this connection, both Gov. 
Sawyer and his opponent, 
L t. 
Gov. Laxalt, might well lead 
this month’s issue of Ramparts 
Magazine and its article on 
wire tapping by 
William 
W. 
Turner, a form er FBI 
man. 
It's an amazing 
revelation. 
Turner tells how Hoover op­ 
erates 
a “ sound 
school” to 
teach agents how to place bugs, 
also to pick locks and make 
illegal entry for the purpose of 
placing 
bugs. 
He even re ­ 
produces a letter 
of 
com­ 
mendation 
for “ sneaking in­ 
side 
a man’s 
home to plant 
a bug.” 
“ Your work in an operation 
of considerable value 
to 
the 
bureau 
was of the highest 
caliber and I do not 
want the 
occasion to pass without thank­ 
ing you,” Hoover wrote FBI 
Agent Turner, March 7, 1960. 
“ The 
competent, resourceful 
and effective fashion 
in which 
you handled your responsibili­ 
ties 
was indeed commendable 
and contributed m aterially 
to 
the successful handling of this 
delicate assignm ent.” 
The delicate assignm ent, ac­ 
cording to the ex-FBI agent, 
was a high - class job 
of 
burglary. 
HOW TO BUG 
Ex-Agent Turner also made 
this interesting observation re­ 
garding Hoover's general op­ 
eration: “ Padded statistics on 
recovered 
automobiles 
and 
fugitives were winked 
at be­ 
cause they helped Hoover . get 
ever 
larger 
appropriations 
from congress.” 


Regarding 
eavesdropping, 
Turner gave this description 
of how the sound school to train 
wire tappers operated: 
“ We 
were sequestered 
to 
a room high in the 
bureau's 
identification building, 
away 
from 
random eyes. . . There 
was 
a 
jerry • built 
room 
where 
we practiced hooking 
up concealed bugs, a feat that 
required some 
skill 
in car­ 
pentry 
and plastering. . . 


“ One cf the foremost 
re ­ 
sponsibilities of a sound man, 
we learned, 
was to develop 
close ties with telephone com­ 
pany special agents 
and op­ 
erating personnel. The 
cozier 
the arrangem ent, the easier 
it was to get confidential data 
on subscribers' lines and 
to 
lease lines without question. . . 
“ The most tight -lipped sub­ 
ject on the sound school agenda 
was lock - picking. At the tag 
end of the three - week 
ses­ 
sion, we were herded 
into a 
small room in the attic of the 
justice 
building, 
given 
non­ 
inventory sets of lock • picking 
tools and several 
days* 
in­ 
struction in how to use them ... 
“ Breaking and entering 
a 
subject's prem ises to install a 
bug 
or photograph documents 
is 
known in the trade as 
a 
job,’ a term derived from 
the equipment kit that is taken 
along. . . All possible precau­ 
tions are taken to preclude su r­ 
prise discovery. It is verified 
that the normal occupants are 
well 
away from the prem ises, 
and 
an FBI agent sits with the 
police radio dispatch to ensure 
that 
prowler calls from 
the 
target 
neighborhood 
are 
ignored. 


“ During my career I went on 
a number of bag jobs and 
I 
didn’t relish any. It wasn’t

fear 
of compiling 
a criminal

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
“ Education” is the answer the luncheon club 
speaker explains easily in presenting a solution 
for violent demonstrations and rioting in the 
streets from whatever cause or grievance, imag­ 
ined or real.

It is true if respect for law and order is in­ 
cluded in the broad definition of education. 
Oppression, injustice and poverty do not give 
people the right to trample on the rights of 
others, to destroy property, to maim and to 
kill.

“That we must insure by every lawful means 
that differences are resolved in the courtroom, 
not in the street; 
“ That we must adamantly insist that each in­ 
dividual is held responsible for the 
natural 
and probable consequences of his acts. 
“ Let the hoodlum, the racist, the demagogue, 
and the exponent of anarchy know that the great, 
quiet power of this Nation lies in her law-abid­ 
ing citizens, and they will stomach no more. The 
choice is ours. The time is now.” 
Evil triumphs when good men do nothing.

SCOTUS AND BOND 
The United States Supreme Court will soon— 
probably on Thursday, Nov. IO—hear the appeal 
of Julian Bond, elected but not seated Negro 
member of the House of Representatives of 
Georgia. 
Bond, barred from the state legis­ 
lature after his election last year and again 
this year, is seeking a Court ruling that he be 
admitted to the House. 
The Supreme Court 
reconvenes Nov. 7 for two weeks of hearings 
and, possibly, decisions. 
The argument in the case of Bond v. Floyd 
is set for two hours, twice the usual, indi­ 
cating that the Court sees it as a major case. 
Bond originally was refused his seat after he 
declined to withdraw support of a statement 
criticizing American action in Viet Nam. The 
statement, put out by t ! ,e Student Nonviolent Co­ 
ordinating Committal (Snick), a highly activist 
civil rights outfit, chaiv *d the United States 
with murderous aggression. It also expressed 
sympathy for “those unwilling to respond to a 
military call.” 
Bond has since said that he admires young 
people who burn draft cards, but he would not 
do so himself. 
He also has said he is applying 
for status as a conscientious objector under the 
Selective Service law. 
Some overtones of racial discrimination have 
entered the Bond case, but they are not part of 
the major factor. 
Negroes are seated in the 
Georgia legislature, and two abstained on the 
vote to seat Bond. 
Basically, the issue seems 
to be the old one of pacifism and civil rights, 
* * *

The old adage about the poor always being with 
us is no longer true as far as New York news­ 
papers are concerned if a union chief’s diagnosis 
is correct. 
Bertram A. Powers, president of the New York 
local of the International Typographical union, 
predicts that the printers will get “the biggest, 
fattest and juiciest contract” ever in soon-to- 
start negotiations with the city’s newspapers. 
He thinks that the nine other unions which bar­ 
gain with the newspapers should do as well. 
The reason, he says, is that the newspaper in­ 
dustry in New York no longer has any “poor 
cousins to cry poor mouth.” 
That does not correspond to the way others 
have heard it. More newspaper casualties there 
have been predicted due to the multiple-union 
militancy, blockbuster tactics, high cost, un­ 
bearable economic pressures brought on by long 
strikes and union refusal to permit automation. 
It is true that the unions have killed off New 
York newspapers that were once strong and a 
credit to the city in which they were published. 
But not all of the struggling newspapers have 
been put out of business. 
Powers and the unions have put many of them 
away by insistence on unreasonable demands. 
Some expired during the last strike, a little 
weeding-out process of 140 days. 
More will fall—perhaps after March when the 
ITI 
contract with the newspapers expires. 
'J hen Powers can test the prosperity of the 
SUIViVuL*. 


Perhaps the country will permit him ana me 
other union masters to deny the survivors a 
profit and to eliminate all New York City 
newspapers as it has 
those which have been 
forced out of business by conditions which make 
it impossible for them to publish.

CLEAR WINDOWS INSURE SAFETY IN WINTER 
DRIVING SITUATIONS. 
If you can see what lies ahead this winter, don’t 
bother to read this article. However, it is down­ 
right unsafe to your fellow American motorists 
for you to drive a car this winter with your 
vision limited because of an icy windshield. 
Don’t let your vision be snowed this winter. 
Safe winter driving begins with good windshield 
wipers, washers and defrosters, and you should 
always take five minutes extra on a frosty winter 
morning to scrape the ice off all your car win­ 
dows. 
A scraper is the only thing that will take ice 
off a windshield completely. We urge all area 
motorists to get a device with a scraper on one 
end and a good snow brush on the other. When 
scraping off snow and ice, motorists should 
remember to include all car lights, the windows 
all the way around, and the hood and roof, so 
that snow will not blow back into the driver’s 
line of vision. 
Liquid graphite and commercial spray de­ 
icers are helpful in clearing off windshields 
and other car windows, but the job should be 
completed with a scraper, to make certain all 
areas of vision are cleared. 
A plastic cover 
over the windshield at night is also a great 
help in keeping vision clear. 
We urge area motorists to keep a few rags 
handy in the car for use in wiping off head­ 
lights, taillights and windows. 
Before winter blows in with silent stealth, be 
certain you have live wiper blades and the arm 
tension needed to operate the blades properly. 
If necessary, replace worn wiper blades, for 
safety’s sake. 
Defrosters should also be checked to make 
certain they are in good working order. Wind­ 
shield washers should be filled with the proper 
solution to guard against having them ice up 
when you turn them on in traffic. For one part 
of anti-freeze, you will need seven parts of water 
if the coldest temperature is expected to 
be 
20 degrees. 
If it gets down to IO above, your 
mixture should be one to five, and if it is ex­ 
pected to go to zero, the ratio should be one to 
two-and-a-half. 
At ten below zero the mixture 
should be one part anti-freeze to two parts of 
water, and if it should ever get down to 30 
below zero, the ratio would become one to one. 
We advise you to check the label on the brand 
you buy for possible variations. 
Clear vision will not guarantee that you will 
not have an accident this winter but it will 
be one step in a series of safety measures every 
motorist should consider to “ Take the Bite Out 
of Winter.”

The 
policeman has become the 
uniformed 
symbol of many social ills, the slums, the ghettos 
of racial minorities, discrimination and segre­ 
gation. 
Yet who believes that the police are to 
blame for these conditions or, in fact, have 
anything to do with their perpetuation? 
Police find their hands tied so rigidly by 
laws that they often are powerless to prevent 
crime or apprehend criminals. 
It is not only the duty of law abiding citizens 
to aid and support police but they have their 
own selfish interest of self preservation dic­ 
tating such a course. 
They deserve sympathy 
and 
consideration 
for 
performing tough, 
dangerous work and there is nothing associated 
with their plight that public support, adequate 
compensation and public insistence on 
their 
proper training won’t speedily cure. 
They deserve better treatment than wild and 
irresponsible charges of brutality by people 
who have themselves dealt with them brutally.

FEDERAL PROGRAM OF 
REINSURANCE STIFLES 
GROWTH 
A Federal program of rein­ 
surance of private pension plans 
would seriously hamper well- 
administered 
funds 
and 
ul­ 
timately could reduce benefits 
available to beneficiaries of 
such plans, the National Asso­ 
ciation of Manufacturers said 
in urging the rejection of the 
bill S. 1575. 
The NAM statem ent filed with 
the Senate Committee on Fi­ 
nance said that insuring 
pri­ 


vate pension plans against the 
inability to pay promised bene­ 
fits amounts to insuring against 
business failure. This, it said, 
is an “ uninsurable risk ." 
Since a premium rate would 
cover “ investment lo ss" risk, 
the statem ent continued, there 
would be no effective deterrent 
to excessive risk-taking, 
the 
burden of which would fall on 
the vast m ajority of soundly 
financed pension funds. 
NAM agreed with Secretary 
of Labor Willard Wirtz that a 
reinsurance program such as 
the one proposed would require 
minimum standards covering 
funding, investment, manage­ 
ment and other practices. Such 
Federal standards would seri­ 
ously 
inhibit 
the flexibility 
which 
has been the prim ary 
factor enabling the sytem to 
meet the needs of widely vary­ 
ing employee groups and their 
employers, NAM asserted. 
The 
statement 
concluded,

Laxalt defends 
Hoover 
as 
untouchable, contends that he 
can do no wrong, and has de­ 
manded that Gov. Sawyer pub­ 
licly apologize for his criticism 
of Hoover. 
Instead of apologizing, Gov. 
Sawyer has intensified 
his 
criticism and written 
Hoover 
a letter asking for detailed 
proof that the FBI chief had 
caught any members of the un­ 
derworld 
“ skim m ing" 
— il­ 
legally pocketing part of the 
L as Vegas gambling take — for 
the purpose of financing under­ 
world crim e. 
Sawyer’s criticism of Hoover 
puts him in a unique posi­ 
tion. So far, no other public 
official 
except Solicitor Gen­ 
eral Thurgood M arston had tad 
the guts to take on the 72-year- 
old FBI chief

Missouri, chairm an of a senate 
committee 
on snooping, 
was 
strangely silent. 
Long had harassed and bullied 
Commissioner Sheldon Cohen 
when some of his 
Interiol 
Revenue 
agents were found to 
be indulging in a much 
more 
modified type of eavesdropping. 
But when it came to criticizing 
J , Edgar Hoover, 
the senator 
from Missouri put his tail be­ 
tween 
his legs and shut up. 
Only the governor of Nevada 
had the courage to cite Hoover 
persoially for his police state 
methods. 
In this connection, both Gov. 
Sawyer and his opponent, 
L t. 
Gov. Laxalt, might well lead 
this month’s issue of Ramparts 
Magazine and its article on 
wire tapping by 
William 
W. 
Turner, a form er FBI 
man. 
It’s an amazing 
revelation. 
Turner tells how Hoover op­ 
erates 
a “ sound 
school" to 
teach agents how to place bugs, 
also to pick locks and make 
illegal entry for the purpose of 
placing 
bugs. 
He even re­ 
produces a letter 
of 
com­ 
mendation 
for “ sneaking in­ 
side 
a man’s 
home to plant 
a bug.” 
“ Your work in an operation 
of consideratee value 
to 
the 
bureau 
was of the highest 
caliber and I do not 
want the 
occasion to pass without thank­ 
ing you,” Hoover wrote FBI 
Agent Turner, March 7, 1960. 
“ The 
competent, resourceful 
and effective fashion 
in which 
you handled your responsibili­ 
ties 
was indeed commendable 
and contributed m aterially 
to 
the successful handling of this 
delicate assignm ent.” 
Ttie delicate assignm ent, ac­ 
cording to the ex-FBI agent, 
was a high • class job 
of 
burglary. 
HOW TO BUG 
Ex-Agent Turner also made 
this interesting observation re­ 
garding Hoover’s general op­ 
eration: “ Padded statistics on 
recovered 
automobiles 
and 
fugitives were winked 
at tie- 
cause they helped Hoover 
get 
ever 
larger 
appropriations 
from congress.” 


Regarding 
eavesdropping, 
Turner gave this description 
of how the sound school to train 
wire tappers operated: 
“ We 
were sequestered to 
a room high in the 
bureau’s 
identification building, 
away 
from 
random eyes. . . There 
was

jerry • built 
room 
where 
we practiced hooking 
up concealed bugs, a feat that 
required some 
skill 
in car­ 
pentry 
and plastering. . . 


“ One of the foremost

and op­ 
erating personnel. The

“ Breaking and entering

the equipment kit that is taken 
along. . . All possible precau­ 
tions are taken to preclude su r­ 
prise discovery. It is verified 
that the normal occupants are

away from the prem ises,

an FBI agent sits with the 
police radio dispatch to ensure 
that 
prowler calls from

target 
neighborhood 
are 
ignored. 


“ During my career I went on

UCLA Tumbles 
To Eighth In 
AP College Poll

The latest election day in the 
Associated Press' major-col- 
lege football poll still 
finds 
Notre Dame holding a relative­ 
ly small lead over Michigan 
State while Alabama is an on- 
rushing third. 


Alabama, the national title- 
holder in 1964 and 1965, was 
among 
five teams to gain 
ground in the latest poll based 
on games through last Satur­ 
day. The Tide replaced UCLA in 
the No. 3 spot while Nebraska 
advanced to fourth, Arkansas to 
sixth, Southern California to 
seventh and Georgia to ninth. 
The Bulldogs, 27-10 victors 
over Florida, replaced the Ga­ 
tors in the first 10. UCLA tum­ 
bled to eighth while Georgia 
Tech held fifth place and Ten­ 


nessee 10th. 
Notre 
Dame and Michigan 
State face each other on the 
Spartans' field on Nov. 19. 
The Irish collected 32 first- 
place votes to the Spartans' 10 
in the most recent balloting by a 
national panel of 43 sports writ­ 
ers and broadcasters. However, 
on a basis of 10 points for a 
first-place vote, 9 for second 
etc., Notre Dame leads by a 
mere 25 points,418 to 393. 
Notre Dame trounced Pitts­ 
burgh 40-0 and Michigan State 
overwhelmed Iowa 56-7 last Sat­ 
urday. 
Alabama 
accumulated 
333 
points after blanking Louisiana 
State 21-0. Nebraska, Arkansas 
and Southern California each 
advanced two places. 
The Cornhuskers beat Kansas 
24-13. Arkansas whipped Rice 
31-20 and USC downed Califor­ 


nia 35-9. Georgia Tech just man­ 
aged to get past Virginia, 14-13. 
UCLA, upset by Washington 
16-3, slipped five notches. Ten­ 
nessee whipped Chattanooga, 
28-10. The Volunteers 
trail 
ninth place Georgia by only 
three points in the voting.

Sidelined 


BERKLEY, 
Mich. (AP) — 
Jim Seymour, Notre Dame's 
talented sophomore end, has 
been reaching for things ever 
since his fingers were long 
enough to hold on. 
“ We were always finding him 
on top of the refrigerator or 
someplace," 
recalls 
his 
mother, 
Mrs. Bart Seymour. 
The Seymours, including four 
other sons and a daughter, live 
in a comfortable home in this 
Detroit suburb. 
Seymour, a 
6-foot-4, 
190- 
pounder, 
has combined with 
sophomore quarterback Terry 
Han ratty to become one of the 
most 
exciting fighting Irish 
passing combinations in Notre 
Dame history. 
Seymour has been sidelined 
since he suffered^ sprained 
ankle in No. 1 ranked Notre 
Dame's 38-0 victory over Okla­ 
homa Oct. 22. 
Up to that point, he had 
caught 34 passes for 675 yards 
and five touchdowns. 
But back home in Berkley, 
Jim is just a boy who strums a 
guitar, bakes cookies and plays 
with the neighborhood children. 
"One of my brothers once told 
me he didn't think any of our 
l>oys would make very good 
football players because they 
were too gentle,” says Mrs. 
Seymour. 


Mrs. Seymour described Jim 
as an average student who 
works hard. 
"He was an active boy even 
as a baby," she recalled. "Al­ 
ways stretching and reaching 
for things. His left arm is 
scarred from where he once 
pulled a pan of boiling water off 


the stove." 
Notre Dame Coach Ara Par- 
seghian 
has said Seymour's 
sprained ankle isn't serious. But 
he has kept him on the side­ 
lines, probably saving him for 
a Nov. 19 clash with No. 2 
ranked Michigan State at East 
Lansing, Mich.

HOUSTON—(NEA)—Texas, 
which has the largest of every­ 
thing, now has the world’s 
biggest pool table. 
The University of Houston 
rents it six or seven evenings 
each fall, puts white stripes 
down every five yards and 
then sends its biggest and 
best student - athletes out to 
play on it. 
The school has its best foot­ 
ball team in history, a team 
which cost three years of pro­ 
bation from the National Col­ 
legiate Athletic 
Association 
for illegal recruiting, among 
other offenses. 
Its prized recruiting pos­ 
session is a halfback-flanker, 
Warren McVea, rated among 
the most promising backs in 
college football by the profes­ 
sional scouts. The fact that 
Warren runs a 9.5 for the 100 
is the main reason for their 
assessment. 
Three years ago, w hen War­ 
ren was a senior at Bracken- 
ridge High School in San An­ 
tonio, 90 schools wanted him. 
Houston was the lucky one. 
even if the cost was rather 
high. 
Now that Houston has him, 
it can’t really take full advan­ 
tage of his talents. 
“Would you r a t h e r play 
awav games?” someone asked 
“Let’s just say I w o u l d 
rather play outside,” W arren 
answered. “I can 
run fast 
in the Astrodome, but I can’t 
make the moves I would like. 
I just do better outside.” 
The p l a y i n g surface is 
called Astroturf because it is 
in the Astrodome. It has a 
quarter-inch base of hard rub­ 
ber topped with i m i t a t i o n 
nylon grass nine-sixteenths of 
an inch deep. A football play­ 
er after 60 minutes comes out 


clean and neat as after a visit 
of the White Knight on tele­ 
vision. 
Like everyone else, McVea 
wears a soccer shoe with a 
special cleat design (visiting 
teams send their players’ sizes 
in during the summer). 
A year ago, as a sopho­ 
more, McVea received a tre­ 
mendous 
publicity 
build-up 
because he was breaking the 
color barrier at Houston and 
because he was a natural on 
the football field. 
The combination of McVea 
and the first football game in 
the Astrodome landed Hous­ 
ton on national television in 
the opening game of the sea­ 
son. 
Wrarren McVea will never 
forget 
that 
day. 
When 
it 
ended he was sitting on a 
bench in the Houston locker 
room, tears welling in his 
eyes. 


He had slipped all over the 
Astrodome, which then used 
natural dirt, f u m b l e d three 
times, and Houston lost to 
Tulsa, 14-0. 
It took McVea nearly half 
a season to regain his confi­ 
dence. By the end of the year, 
he had set two school records 
for pass receiving, tied an­ 
other and narrowly missed 
<by two yards) the record for 
kickoff return yardage. 
He is such a threat on of­ 
fense that he is always double­ 
teamed and sometimes triple­ 
teamed when he plays flanker. 
“I’d rather play halfback,” 
McVea said. “It gives me more 
chances to carry the ball and 
work on my moves. But as 
long as they double-team me 
I guess I’m more valuable as 
a flanker.”

AP College Poll

The latest election day in the 
Associated Press* major-col- 
lege football poll still 
finds 
Notre Dame holding a relative­ 
ly small lead over Michigan 
State while Alabama is an on­ 
rushing third. 


Alabama, the national title, 
holder in 1964 and 1965, was 
among 
five 
teams to gain 
ground in the latest poll based 
on games through last Satur­ 
day. The Tide replaced UCLA in 
the No. 3 spot while Nebraska 
advanced to fourth, Arkansas to 
sixth, Southern California to 
seventh and Georgia to ninth. 
The Bulldogs, 27-10 victors 
over Florida, replaced the Ga­ 
tors in the first IO. UCLA tum­ 
bled to eighth while Georgia 
Tech held fifth place and Ten­ 


nessee 10th. 
Notre 
Dame and Michigan 
State face each other on the 
Spartans* field on Nov. 19. 
The Irish collected 32 first- 
place votes to the Spartans* IO 
in the most recent balloting by a 
national panel of 43 sports writ­ 
ers and broadcasters. However, 
on a basis of IO points for a 
first-place vote, 9 for second 
etc., Notre Dame leads by a 
mere 25 points,418to393. 
Notre Dame trounced Pitts­ 
burgh 40-0 and Michigan State 
overwhelmed Iowa 56-7 last Sat­ 
urday. 
Alabama 
accumulated 
333 
points after blanking Louisiana 
State 21-0. Nebraska, Arkansas 
and Southern California each 
advanced two places. 
The Cornhuskers beat Kansas 
24-13. Arkansas whipped Rice 
31-20 and USC downed Califor­ 


nia 35-9. Georgia Tech just man­ 
aged to get past Virginia, 14-13. 
UCLA, upset by Washington 
16-3, slipped five notches. Ten­ 
nessee 
whipped Chattanooga, 
28-10. Hie Volunteers 
trail 
ninth place Georgia by only 
three points in the voting.

Notre Dame’s Seymour Still Sidelined 


BERKLEY, 
Mich. (AP) — 
Jim Seymour, Notre Dame*s 
talented sophomore end, has 
been reaching for things ever 
since his fingers were long 
enough to hold on. 
“ We were always finding him 
on top of the refrigerator or 
someplace,** 
recalls 
his 
mother, 
Mrs. Bart Seymour. 
Hie Seymours, including four 
other sons and a daughter, live 
in a comfortable home in this 
Detroit suburb. 
Seymour, 
a 
6-foot-4, 
190- 
pounder, 
has combined with 
sophomore quarterback Terry 
Man ratty to become one of the 
most 
exciting 
fighting Irish 
passing combinations in Notre 
Dame history. 
Seymour ha§ been sidelined 
since he suffered a sprained 
ankle in No. I ranked Notre 
Dame's 38-0 victory over Okla­ 
homa Oct. 22. 
Up to that point, he had 
caught 34 passes for 675 yards 
and five touchdowns. 
but back home in Berkley, 
Jim is just a boy who strums a 
guitar, bakes cookies and plays 
with the neighborhood children. 
“ One of my brothers once told 
me he didn't think any of our 
iKiys would make very good 
football players because they 
were too gentle,** says Mrs. 
Seymour. 


Mrs. Seymour described Jim 
as an average student who 
works hard. 
“ He was an active boy even 
as a baby,** she recalled. “ Al­ 
ways stretching and reaching 
for things. His left arm is 
scarred from where he once 
pulled a pan of boiling water off 


the stove.** 
Notre Dame Coach Ara Par- 
seghian 
has said Seymour's 
sprained ankle isn*t serious. But 
he has kept him on the side­ 
lines, probably saving him for 
a Nov. 19 dash with No. 2 
ranked Michigan State at East 
Lansing, Mich. 
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HOUSTON—(NEA)—Texas, 
which has the largest of every­ 
thing, now has the world’s 
biggest pool table. 
The University of Houston 
rents it six or seven evenings 
each fall, puts white stripes 
down every five yards and 
then sends its biggest and 
best student - athletes out to 
play on it. 
The school has its best foot­ 
ball team in history, a team 
which cost three years of pro­ 
bation from the National Col-! 
legiate 
Athletic 
Association 
for illegal recruiting, among 
other offenses. 
Its prized recruiting pos­ 
session is a halfback-flanker. 
Warren McVea, rated among 
the most promising backs in 
college football by the profes­ 
sional scouts. The fact that 
Warren runs a 9.5 for the IOO 
is the main reason for their 
assessment. 
Three years ago, when War­ 
ren was a senior at Bracken­ 
ridge High School in San An­ 
tonio. 90 schools wanted him. 
Houston was the lucky one 
e\en if the cost was rather 
high. 
Now that Houston has him. I 
it can’t really take full advan­ 
tage of his talents. 
“Would you r a t h e r play 
away games?” someone asked 
“Let’s just say I w o u l d 
rather play outside,” Warren 
answered. 
“I can 
run fast I 
in the Astrodome, but I can’t 
make the jnoves I would like. 
I just do better outside.” 
The p l a y i n g surface is 
called Astroturf because it is 
in the Astrodome. It has a 
quarter-inch base of hard rub­ 
ber topped with i m i t a t i o n 
nylon grass nine-sixteenths of 
an inch deep A football play­ 
er after 60 minutes comes out 


clean and neat as after a visit 
of the White Knight on tele­ 
vision. 
Like everyone else, McVea 
wears a soccer shoe with a 
special cleat design (visiting 
teams send their players’ sizes 
in during the summer). 
A year ago, as a sopho­ 
more, McVea received a tre­ 
mendous 
publicity 
build-up 
because he was breaking the 
color barrier at Houston and 
because he was a natural on 
the football field. 
The combination of McVea 
and the first football game in 
the Astrodome landed Hous­ 
ton on national television in 
the opening game of the sea­ 
son. 
Warren McVea will never 
forget 
that 
day. 
When 
it 
ended he was sitting on a 
bench in the Houston locker 
room, tears welling in his 
eyes. 
He had slipped all over the 
Astrodome, which then used 
natural dirt, f u m b l e d three 
times, and Houston lost to 
Tulsa. 14-0. 
It took McVea nearly half 
a season to regain his confi­ 
dence. By the end of the year, 
he had *^t two school records 
for pass receiving, tied an­ 
other and narrowly missed 
(by two yards! the record for 
kickoff return yardage. 
He is such a threat on of­ 
fense that he is always double­ 
teamed and sometimes triple- 
teamed when he plays flanker. 
“I d rather play halfback,” 
McVea said. “It gives me more 
chances to carry the ball and 
work on my moves. But as 
long as they double-team me 
I guess I’m more valuable as 
a flanker.” 
Indoors as well as outdoors.

Washington Monday. 
Apparently his last chance to 
avoid going 
to the 
Houston 
Oilers of the American Football 
League, for whom he has said 
he would not play, rested with a 
state court here. 
Dlst. Judge Owen Giles 
has 
set a hearing Thursday 
on a 
Dallas club request for an In­ 
junction against Neely. The suit 
would prevent Neely from play­ 
ing with the club except Dallas, 
whereas the Houston action, in 
federal court at Oklahoma City, 
would bar him from competing 
with any team 
except 
the 
Oilers. 
Neely signed a contract late 
in 1964 to play with Houston and 
in January of 1965 hesignedone 
with Dallas. He has played with 
Dallas ever since. He has con­ 
tended the 
Houston contract 
was not enforceable.

nationalist, 
ethnic and racist societies -- all 
shout 
from the highest 
pin­ 
nacles 
about the 
rights 
of 
minorities 
and the "second 
class 
citizenship" 
imposed 
upon their particular people by 
majority government 
and-or 
majority m ores. And barring 
the extrem es to which some of 
these proponents Of minority 
rights go that would create a 
second class citizenry 
out of 
the 
majority, all right-minded 
citizens would in the main go 
along. 
However, there seems to be 
one 
glaring exception in the 
general hubub and clamor for 
minority rights, a very notice- 
able 
gap in 
the fence that 
would enclose and protect mino­ 
rities, and that gap is the failure 
to defend the minority rights 
of the worker in American in­ 
dustry against the totalitarian 
and monopolistic power of Big 
Labor over the life, liberty and 
pursuit of happiness of the in­ 
dividual worker who from per­ 
sonal apathy, religious 
be­ 
lief or patriotic reasons must 
refuse to join a union. 
And thousands of such in this 
land of the free have lost their 
livelihood and been barred from 
their 
trade 
or speciality 
anywhere because of the closed 


shop and the big unions' na­ 
tional control of the industry 
with which they were 
con­ 
nected. There is 
ample docu­ 
mentation 
of this defenseless 
position of 
the worker 
who 
cannot conscientiously join 
a 
union. 
The right to work without pay­ 
ing 
tribute 
to any individual, 
society or union whatever is a 
fundamental 
"human right." 
Compulsory unionism violates 
thi human right as it violates 
every 
minority right 
and 
principal of human freedom. 
It violates the principle of free­ 
dom of 
religion: of personal 
political 
rights: of private 
property. 
When a worker is barred from 
his work because under 
his. 
religious faith it is not peit-^ 
mitted him to make any sec if-1 
lar 
affiliation whatever, that 
is religious persecution. 
When a worker is barred from 
his work because of his refusal

violation of his political rights 
under the constitution. 
When a worker is barred from 
his work unless he will join a 
union and surrender a substan­

“ economic 
government" and 
confiscation of a part 
of his 
private property 
against 
his 
will, a 
violation of the funda­ 
mental and foundation of all 
freedom, 
the inviolate right 
to hold and control your 
own 
property. 
The Big Labor demand 
of 
tribute 
from 
every worker, 
whether he belongs to the union 
or not on the grounds 
that 
every worker benefits from the ( 
union, therefore should be com­ 
pelled to support the union is 
very patently a false hypothesis. 
By the 
same logic we might 
advance the hypothesis: Every­ 
one 
benefits from the Church. 
No one would want to live in a 
churchless community. There­ 
fore 
everyone

compelled to join or pay tithes 
to the predominante religious 
connection in his community.

Magna Carta and the 


Rule o f Law 


We have already seen how the 
survival of Magna Carta was 
ensured by its reinterpretation 
to suit the temper of succeed­ 
ing 
generations. In this re­ 
spect the founding 
fathers of 
the United States were no less 
unhistorical than tneir medi­ 
eval and seventeenth century 
predecessors on the other side 
of the Atlantic. Coke, 
we 
have suggested, did not hold to 
either the modern English doc- 
trine 
of 
legislative 
supre­ 
macy or to the modern Ameri­ 
can 
theory of judicial 
re­ 
view, but both could be deduced 
from 
much of what he said, 
if one had an interest in doing 
so. Speaking 
against 
the 
Stamp Act in 1765, Governor 
Hutchinson 
of Massachusetts 
grounded his case on the argu­ 
ment that this Act of Parliament 
was against Magna Carta and 
the natural rights of English, 
men 
and 
“therefore, 
ac­ 
cording to Lord Coke, null 
and void/* and in a letter later 
that year the Governor wrote, 
“Our friends to liberty take 
advantage of a maxim they find 
in Lord Coke, that an Act of 
Parliament 
against 
Magna 
Carta and the particular rights 
of Englishmen is void.” Thus 
the 
repudiation of legislative 
supremacy, and the doctrine 
that the Supreme Court 
has 
power to declare 
legislation 
unconstitutional, have one point 
of origin in the interpretation 
of Magna Carta and the medie­ 
val English constitution 
pro­ 
pounded by the lawyers 
and 
statesmen of the revolutionary 
period, an interpretation based 
very largely upon the writings 
of Coke. 
The seventeenth - century in­ 
terpretation of the Great Char­ 
ter also influenced the making 
of the United States Constitu­ 
tion itself. In repudiating legis­ 
lative 
supremacy and sub­ 
stituting for it the supremacy 
of 
a constitution, a written 
law, 
men were conscious of 
the 
example of Magna Carta. 
Tom Paine, in Common Sense, 
urged the calling of a constitu­ 
tional conference, whose task 
would be **10 frame 
a Con­ 
tinental Charter, or Charter of 
the United Colonies, answering 
to what is called the 
Magna 
Charta of England,” and the 
affinities between the two docu­ 
ments 
are 
plain. The “due 
process of law” clause in the 
First Amendment goes straight 
back to Magna Carta. So does 
the safeguarding of the right to 
trial by jury under Article III, 
while the Eighth Amendment, 
prohibiting the 
imposition of 
the excessive fines and cruel 
and unusual punishments, goes 
back in form to the English 
Hill of Rights only, but in spirit 
to the Great Charter. The whole 
document 
embodies, as Magna 
Carta embodies, the principles 
the power 
of 
government 
in general shall be restricted 
by rules defining and limiting 
its competence and that 
the 
power of government 
to deal 
with the persons and property 
of the subject shall be limited 
by the obligation 
to vest that 
action in due process of law. 
Like Magna 
Carta, too, 
the 
Constitution specifies 
what 
much of that law is; unlike the 
Great Charter, it lay? down 
procedure for its amendment, 
thus 
in a sense reviving in 
America 
a 
constitutional 
method which in England was 
decisively rejected by Edward 
I.

Program Helps 


benior Citizens 


L EL BOURN - Delmo Hous­ 
ing Corporation has, for the 
past nine months, been demon­ 
strating a very successful and 
unique clothing renovation pro­ 
gram. Although this program 
has been in operation for the 
past nine months, workers were 
involved in the planning and 
organization of the program for 
the past year and a half. It is 
the only War-on-Poverty pro­ 
gram for the aged in Missouri. 
Used clothing, sent to Delmo 
from churches throughout the 
United States, is used by 10 
ladies (over 50 years old) in 
nine villages located through­ 
out the Bootheel to be remade 
into clothing for children and 
the scraps into lovely quilts. 
In some areas, jobs are split 
and therefore, twice as many 
ladies receive compensation for 
the eight hours per week work, 
that is done in their homes, 
for the program. 
A total of 
108 women are employed in 
the overall program. 
Nine not for profit used cloth­ 
ing shops sell the remade gar­ 
ments at a very low cost. These 
shops are located in Delmo 
villages 
and are 
scattered 
throughout Stoddard, Mississip­ 
pi, Pemiscot, Dunklin and New 
Madrid counties. 
Many fami­ 
lies are referred to these shops 
from county welfare offices, 
health 
centers, 
N. S. C.'s 
schools and local churches. 
Children are given clothing, 
when it is found that they are in 
dire need. 
Some of the ladies employed 
in the program wash, rip apart 
and press old clothing. Others 
receive 
the 
renovated 
ma­ 
terials 
and 
sew 
it 
into 
beautiful 
dresses, 
shirts, 
slacks and blouses. Each per­ 
son is paid $1.25 per hour. 
Funds for wages are received 
from the Office of Economic 
Opportunity. 
Sewing supplies 
and materials are donated by 
the Delmo Housing Corporation. 
Delmo found that an increas­ 
ing number of people in the 
Bootheel area were in the up­ 
per 
age group and the larger 
percentage of these to be wo­ 
men,

widowed, with consistently low 
incomes, and declining strength 
coupled with chronic illness.

Magna Carta and the 
Rule of Law 


We have alread y seen how the 
survival of Magna 
C arta was 
ensured by its reinterpretation 
to suit the tem per of succeed­ 
ing 
generations. In this re ­ 
spect the founding 
fathers of 
the United S tates w ere no le ss 
unhistorical 
than tneir m edi­ 
eval and seventeenth century 
p red e cesso rs on the other side 
of the A tlantic. Coke, 
we 
have suggested, did not hold to 
either the m odern English doc­ 
trin e 
of 
legislative 
supre­ 
macy or to the m odern A m eri- 
can 
theory of judicial 
re ­ 
view, but both could be deduced 
from 
much of what he 
said, 
lf one had an in te rest in doing 
so. Speaking 
against 
the 
Stamp Act in 1765, Governor 
Hutchinson 
of 
M assachusetts 
grounded his case on the argu­ 
ment that this Act of Parliam ent 
was against Magna C arta and 
the 
natural rig h ts of English­ 
men 
and 
“ th e re fo re, 
a c ­ 
cording 
to 
L o rd Coke, null 
and void,** and in a le tte r la ter 
that year the G overnor w rote, 
“ Our friends to lib erty take 
advantage of a maxim they find 
in L ord Coke, that an Act 
of 
Parliam ent 
against 
Magna 
C arta and the p articu la r rights 
of Englishm en is void.** Thus 
the 
repudiation of legislative 
suprem acy, and the doctrine 
that the Suprem e Court 
has 
power to d eclare 
legislation 
unconstitutional, have one point 
of origin in the interpretation 
of Magna C arta and the m edie­ 
val English constitution 
pro­ 
pounded by the law yers 
and 
statesm en of the revolutionary 
period, an interpretation based 
very largely upon the w ritings 
of Coke. 
The seventeenth • century in­ 
terpretation of the G reat C har­ 
te r also influenced the making 
of the United States Constitu­ 
tion itself. In repudiating le g is­ 
lative 
suprem acy 
and sub­ 
stituting for it the suprem acy 
of 
a constitution, a w ritten 
law, 
men w ere conscious 
of 
the 
exam ple of Magna C arta. 
Tom Paine, in Common Sense, 
urged the calling of a constitu­ 
tional conference, whose task 
would be “ to fram e 
a Con­ 
tinental C h arter, o r C harter of 
the United Colonies, answ ering 
to what is called the 
Magna 
C harta of England,” 
and the 
affinities between the two docu­ 
m ents

plain. The “ due 
process of 
law ” clause in the 
F irst Amendment goes straight 
back to Magna C arta. So does 
the safeguarding of the right to 
tria l by jury under A rticle III, 
while 
the Eighth Amendment, 
prohibiting the

excessive fines and cruel 
and unusual punishm ents, goes 
back in form to the English 
Hill of Rights only, but in sp irit 
to the G reat C h a rter.

C arta em bodies, the principle*

iii general s ta ll be restric ted 
by rules defining and lim iting 
Us com jietence and that

power

by the obligation

Early returns in Michigan, 
where Gov. George Romney’s

In the suburbs of voteless 
Washington, balloting was re­ 
ported extremely heavy in near­ 
by Maryland counties and mod­ 
erate to heavy in northern Vir­ 
ginia. 
Soon after the polls opened in 
these suburbs, officials noted 
heaviest voting in predominatly 
Negro areas. 
The Justice Department an­ 
nounced it had sent federal elec­ 
tion observers to 27 counties in 
four Southern states, Alabama, 
Georgia, Louisiana and Missis­ 
sippi. 
Ramsey Clark acting attor­ 
ney general, said this was done 
under the 1965 Voting Rights 
Act ”to help ensure that local 
election officials are able to 
conform their practices fully 
with state and federal laws.” 
The nonpresidential-year elec- 
tions are almost as variable as 
the weather. Frustrations of the 
Viet Nam war, white reaction to 
racial disturbances, high cost of 
living irritation and the impact 
of President Johnson’s “ Great 
Society” programs provide an 
uncertain background for the 
balloting. 
Nowhere in advance of to­ 
night’s countdown of votes was 
there any evidence of a national 
trend on these or any other is­ 
sues. 
Although a record off-year 
turnout seemed to be in the 
making, this was more a mat­ 
ter of the mathematics of popu­ 
lation growth than of interest in 
a campaign that generally found 
voters apathetic to candidates’ 
appeals. 
TYiere was tacit agreement 
among political strategists that 
Republicans will 
make some 
gains, as the party lacking a 
temporary lease on the White 
House customarily does in such 
elections. 
Perhaps the GOP’s greatest 
advances would come in gover­ 
nor contests, and in state leg­ 
islative races where they were 
clobbered in the Barry Gold, 
water disaster of 1964. 
The guessing was that Repub­ 
licans might wind up with a net 
gain of five or six state execu­ 
tives, 
thus broadening their 
base for a 1968 attack on John­ 
son.

Connecticut is being watched 
for a sign of possible GOP re­ 
surgence in House contests.

contesting vereran Democratic 
Sen.

Maryland uffers a relatively 
clear-cut 
test 
of the open 
housing issue with the Demo­ 
cratic candidate for governor. 
George P. Mahoney, opposing it 
and Republican Spiro T. Agnew 
urging moderation. Hyman A. 
Pressman is on the ballot as an 
independent. 
In New Hampshire, Republi­ 
can Harrison R. Thyng, a re­ 
tired 
Air Force 
brigadier 
general, is 
plugging 
for ac­ 
celeration of the Viet Nam war 
in his 
contest 
with Demo­ 
cratic 
Sen. Thomas 
J. Mc­ 
Intyre. Mclntrye 
generally 
has supported Johnson’s poli­ 
cies. 
Gov. John W. King also 
has 
faced 
a 
stiff contest 
for 
re-election from Repub­ 
lican Hugh Gregg. 
As befitting balloting in which 
there are so many uncertain­ 
ties, several other top contests 
in the country were chalked up 
as hair- line affairs that could 
go either way. 
Democratic Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown was slightly trailing Re­ 
publican Ronald Reagan in the 
California polls. But indications 
were that 10 per cent of the vot­ 
ers were still undecided. Each 
side said predicted rain would 
help its cause. 
Winthrop Rockefeller, trying 
to establish a brother act among 
the governors with Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, was reported run­ 
ning strongly against segrega­ 
tionist Democrat Jim Johnson 
in Arkansas. 
Republican Govs. James A. 
Rhodes of Ohio and George 
Romney of Michigan were ex­ 
pected to romp home with victo­ 
ries. In Rhodes* case this might 
mean 
additional GOP House 
seats, including one for Robert 
Taft Jr., grandson of a presi­ 
dent and son of a senator. 
In Romney’s case, it was a 
matter of whether he could help 
pull in GOP Sen. Robert P.Grif­ 
fin over Democratic former six- 
term Gov. G. Mennen Williams 
and thus establish the governor 
as the kind of winner the Re­ 
publicans might want at the 
head of their 1968ticket. 
There was last-minute uncer­ 
tainty about the Massachusetts 
senatorial contest pitting GOP 
Atty. Gen. Edward R. Brooke,a 
Negro, against former Demo, 
cratic Gov. Endicott Peabody. 
Mr s.George C. Wallace, wife 
of the segregationist 
gov­ 
ernor of Alabama, was favored 
to succeed him and become the 
nation’s only woman governor. 
But in 
Georgia, a write- in 
campaign on behalf of Demo­ 
cratic moderate former Gov. 
Ellis G. Arnall threatened to

LITTLE ROCK, Ark.(AP)—A 
revitalized Republican party in 
Arkansas hopes to produce its 
first governor in this state since 
reconstruction in today’s gen­ 
eral election. 
Winthrop Rockefeller, brother 
of New York Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, carries the GOP 
banner against Democrat Jim 
Johnson, who surprised many 
political observers by winning 
both of his party’s primary elec­ 
tions. 
A record 740,609 persons are 
registered, but a record vote is 
not expected. The 1964 election 
drew 592,113 
of 
the 715,000 
qualified electors to 
the polls. 
The governor’s race is re­ 
garded as a toss-up, but many 
observers 
think Rockefeller 
holds a slight edge. 
Rockefeller polled almost 44 
per cent of the vote in 1964 when 
he lost to Gov. Orval Faubus, 
whose name will not be on the 
ballot for the first time in 12 
years. 
Faubus announced his retire­ 
ment early this year and com­ 
pletes his sixth two-year term 
in January. 
In the Congressional races,

Soon after the polls opened in 
these suburbs, officials noted 
heaviest voting in predom inate 
Negro areas. 
The Justice Department an­ 
nounced it ted sent federal elec­ 
tion observers to 27 counties in 
four Southern states, Alabama, 
Georgia, Louisiana and Missis­ 
sippi. 
Ramsey Clark acting attor­ 
ney general, said this was done 
under the 1965 Voting Rights 
Act “ to help ensure that local 
election officials are ahle to 
conform their practices fully 
with state and federal laws.” 
The nonpresidential-year elec­ 
tions a re alm ost as variable as 
the weather. Frustrations of the 
Viet Nam war, white reaction to 
racial disturbances, high cost of 
living irritation and the impact 
of President Johnson’s “ Great 
Society” program s provide an 
uncertain background for the 
balloting.
